WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN FRANCE, May 17.— Troops of 


the new American army have arrived within the zone of the British 
forces in Northern France and are nbw completing their training in 
the area occupied by the troops which are blocking the path of the 
Germans to the channel ports. 


The following official communique was issued at American head- 


quarters at 9 o'clock last night: 


"In Lorraine there was active patroling and artillery fire was again 


increased. Otherwise the day was quiet at points occupied by our 
troops."

The statement originated at a meet 
ing of Russian Social-Revolutionists at 
Cooper Union. When General Con- 
stan M. Oberoucheff. commander of 
the Kiev district under the Kerensky 
regime, \\as asked about it, he said 
he understood Kerensky would reach 
here within two weeks1. It was said 
that Kerensky was coming on a Swed- 
ish steamer from Sweden, where he 
has been in hiding since the Bolshe- 
viki revolt. 


Russian supporters of Kerensky in 
New York heard he -would reach here 
Monday and that he v ould be accom- 
pame,d by Mme. Breshkovskaya, the 
revolutionist, and several former of- 
ficials ot the provisional go-, ernment. 


A. J. Sack, director of the Russian 
Information bureau here, today said: 
"It Is entirely possible that Kerensky 
will be here within two weeks." He 
added, however, that he did not ex- 
pect him to arrive ne\t Monday.

Declaring that the original Cham- 
berlain resolution contained "very ex- 
traordinary 
provisions,"

revised draft "is little better" than 
the original as "wholesale Inquiries 
into various departments are directed 
whether there is any necessity there- 
for or not." 


The minority report stated that 
there is no objections to full exercise 
by the military committee of its proper 
inquisitorial authority, but referred to 
apopintment of Charles E. Hughes to 
Investigate the aviation situation as 
assurante of "a full and complete In- 
vestigation."

Resnati was testing an \mer- 
ican-bmlt Caproni plane of bomb- 
ing type, and fell only 100 feet. 
The wings collapsed. 
Captain Antonio Sylvia Resnati 
was 35 years of age. 'He gained 
fame in this country by piloting 
the giant Italian Caproni trip'ane. 
Onp of his greatest feats was a 
flight . over the Italian 
front, 
carrying ten passengers In the big 
machine." 
Flying alone and carrying a 
cargo of slity bombs. Captain 
Resnati left the flying field on 
what was to have been the first 
test of the new type of biplane. 
The machine rose only 100 feet, 
when one of the planes crumpled 
and It fell backwards.

Resnatl» strapped to his seat, was 
unable to release himself in timo 
and 
one of the three heavy 
engines crushed him to death.

No hesitancy should be in evidence on the part 


! of the communities on the continental side of San 


Francisco bay in realizing the importance of the 
project of the federal government to establish a 
plant for building concrete ships on the Oakland 
estuary. Nor should there be any delay in meeting 
the conditions which the United States Shipping 
Board deems essential to impose with reference to 
the question of title to the land on which the plant 
is to be located. 
' 
Approximately 810,000,000 will be expended on 


the plant alone. After it is in operation between 
3000 and 4000 workmen will be employed. This will 
mean a minimum disbursement in wages of §100,000 
a week, or about $1,250,000 a year. The new enter- 
prise will add to the already world-wide fame of 
the east bay district as a shipbuilding and industrial 
center. It will accentuate industrial development 
in a marked degree. 


The question of who owns the artifical island in 


flip pstuarr on which it is proposed to erect the new 
plant is unimportant so long as the plant is assured.

PACIFIC TBADE EXPANSION. 


In a very comprehensive review of the trade be- 


tween the United States and the Philippine Islands, 
the National Bank of Commerce of Is'ew York con- 
firms the postulate of the economist and the states- 
man that trade follows the flag. The expansion of 
the foreign commerce of the Philippines has been 
remarkable, but not more so than the expansion of j 
the share of- the United States in that commerce. 
A few figures in this connection may not be tedious. 
They tell an impressive story. 


The total imports into the islands for the calendar 


year 1917 amounted to §65,796,826. This was the 
largest value ever recorded in the trade of the 
islands, and exceeded by §20,000,000 the low level 
of 1916. The cotton trade reached remarkably high 
values, while iron and steel recovered notably. 
Though import quantities were' in a number of in- 
stances larger than in the previous year, soaring 
prices were a conspicuous element in the excep- 
tionally large total.
